Jn discharge of the request of the Lutheran ie 
to report to. this Synod 1831, the situation of the Lutheran 
Church in. North-Carolina, and adjacent States, it appears 
necessary, in order to raise humble thanks towards Jesus, the 
head of his Church, in the hearts of his adorers to make a. 
comparison, of the present situation of the Lutheran Charch, 
with its situation as it was fifty years ago; particularly also, 
as it. has pleased the Lord to take the Rev. Charles A. G. 


Storch to his eternal rest, after near forty years faithfully serv- 


ing him. He was the revivor of the Church in N. Carolina, 
and thousands now no doubt have him in blessed memory, and 


_ such, of the true members of the Church, who have gone be- - 


fore him will now sing eternal hymns of praise, because they 
were led on earth the true road by him, who now hath also 
arrived, visible to adore and worship him, who has purchased 
them by_his blood ; yea how humiliated will he sink down and 
adore the Lamb of bod, when the crown of the conquerors is 
handed to him, and he hears the words of his Redeemer, 
“ enter into the joys of thy Lord :—-thou wast my servant omearth, 
and hast been faithful over a little.” Who would not, viewi 
such a scene in spirit, desire to have been a faithful servant o 
Jesus, or to have obeyed and lived up to his Doctrine, and re- 
mained faithful to the end. |

_ While he served. his Congregations, he babtized in the Or- 
gan Church 1500 children and no doubt, as many in his other 
. According to the best obtainable information, (as no‘index 
found,) he confirmed 1300 young people, and no doubt as 
many in 3 or 4 other, but smaller Congregations. One of his 
successors baptized and confirmed in 10 years as many. . — 


His Congregations sing after him :— 
Far from affliction, toil and care,

The Gospel was his joy and song;

The friends in Europe had the goodness to send more as- 
sistance after the Rev. Storck; one had congregations in and 
about Lexington, another in Guilford, but these after a few 
years left, their Congregations, one returned to Europe, the 
other died in South-Carolina, Others who came from other — 
parts, seperated from us and began their own course, but caus- 
ed much disturbanee among us. But yet the Lord awakened
